Do not picture the distribution of food to post-war Europe as a Salvation Army handout. 
There aren’t going to be very many pretty American girls in uniform dispensing malted 
milk to the kiddies. Moreover, in most of Europe, there aren’t going to be any governments 
enjoying sufficient authority to take responsibility for distributing the food we may send 
them. Our distribution will have to be effected through such organizations as I have men- 
tioned that can in fact command the loyalty of their membership—church parishes, co- 
operatives, municipal administrations, trade unions and the like—and presently, as soon 
as possible, through the ordinary channels of trade. 

There will be graft and gravy in this distribution of relief food. Politicians will get hold 
of it and dole it out to their voters. Black market artists will corner it and sell it for five 
times its fair price. All this must be risked. For it is not possible to police post-war Europe 
in detail. The only way to distribute food to Europe will be through Europe’s own living 
organisms. If there are inequities we must leave it to the wrath of the local populations 
to rectify them. We cannot expect to do a scientific job of food distribution. And above 
all, let us not try to be smart. :
